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THE gr»at desideratum for Vancouver's 
Island rind British Columbia is popula- 
lion. When we had it our rulers were 
so prejudiced, and so hostile to coloniza- 
tion, that every obstruction was placed 
in the way of immigrants, till the great 
majority were disgusted and left the 
country. Like the dog in the manger, 
the Governor and Company would neith- 
er settle the country nor allow others to 
do so. Allowing thai 20,000 have lefl 
the country, of this number fully |.">,- 
ooii would have remained had a proper 
disposition been shown towards coloniza- 
tion ; and nol more than 5,000 attracted 
hither by hopes of sudden wealth woi 
have gone, imd tlieir places, ere th 
would have been filled by four times 
ilieir number. One of the best eviden 
ces which we can give to the British pub 
lie and the world, why our population 
has left us is, that Gov. Douglas told a 
British horn subject, whose testimony is 
unimpeachable, that if an attempt was 
made to settle in British Columbia thai 
bloodshed would Foi.Low. Intimida- 
ted by those who usurped power, and 
the prospect of being butchered by the 
ruthless Indians friendly to corrupt and 
grasping white men, a few abortive at- 
tempts only were made toward perman- 
ent settlement. Notwithstanding arms 
and ammunition wen' dealt oul to the 
blood-thirsty savage down to a late pe- 
riod of the year, and Interdicts, obstruc- 
tions, and pelt} restrictions, hurled con- 
tinually against that daring, hardy, and relative to British Columbia; and as 
enterprising body of pioneers — whojsoon as they receive it, they will forward 



were unequalled to explore a new anclin- 
hospitable country, and whose virtue 
and deeds historians, pools, painters 
and novelists, will yet take pleasure in 
describing — still they surmounted every 
obstacle, natural and political, and di 
covered and demonstrated the truth of 
the rumored riches of Uritish Columbia ;

In this movement 
the authorities of British Columbia and 
Vancouver's Island should take the ini- 
tiative, and co-operate with press and 
people for so laudable anobject. Asthc 
gold fields of British Columbia are more 
attractive now io population and capital 
than the vast industrial resources of this 
colony, Victoria for the present must rr-

The govern- 
ment must not he inactive relative to pop- 
ulation. If they are, the people will havi 
to bold public meetings and urge them 
on to take measures to settle up the 
country, as- we cannot afford to waste 
our time mid hide our resources, when 
a few prompt measures would do more 
to immediately populate the country 
man years of inactivity and silence.

AMONG other reforms, if our Assembly 
would establish sumo rules for their gov- 
ernment, they would certainly raise 
themselves in the opinion of the people. 
The business is generally conducted so 
irregularly that it is difficult to learn 
what isgoingon. The necessity of rules 
is made manifest by the ruling of SpeaK- 
Hehncken, at the last sitting of the 
House, when be informed Mr. Yates, 
contrary to all parliamentary usages, 
that a member of the minority only had 
a riidit to move a reconsideration. 

.Mr. Pemberton will certainly he en- 
titled to a medal if he makes any more 
such motions as cutting open the bridge, 
and allowing the public, to infer that a 
derrick would lie necessary to hoist hor- 
ses and vehicles up and down ; and for 
suggesting the Imposition of ten cents a 
ton on all vessels arriving in the har- 
bour. The Speaker and .Mr. Tales very 
properly opposed the hitler motion, — as 
nothing we could do at present would be 
more injurious. We must, however, 
give him some credit for denouncing 
thai Registration of Voters Bill ; hut 
when he informed the House that no one. 
and Barristers in particular, should be 
allowed to examine the tilles to real es- 
tate, be certainly afforded evidence as to 
the way tiie Land Office has been man- 
aged. The gentleman must learn the 
fact that any person is entitled to go into 
his office and examine the maps and 
lilies at any lime, for their information.

The sum of the 
whole matter is: tear away the bridge 
and you cripple the colony, end make 
the reserve valueless ; put a draw in the 
bridge, and sell the reserve, and you get 
more harbour accommodation, and plen- 
ty of money in the Treasury to make im- 
provements.

The Anti-Nugent Card.— The ad- 
Iress of the Hon. John .Nugent — in which 
certain unpalatable truths were made 
public — has been again causing some ex- 
citement among the American residents 
during the week. To offset the card 
lately published in the S, F. Herald, 
mother has been gotten up denouncing 
the address, and signed by nearly enc 
hundred persons, chiefly Americans. 
\n attempt was made first to gel a card 
signed upholding Gov. Douglas, and de- 
nouncing the Hon. John Nugent; but 
this was too strong meat even for a few 
in the employ vt His Excellency, and ob- 
jectionable to those who wished lo bo 
neutral as to the local government: it 
was consequently laid aside. Some, oT 
l hose who signed the card did so from 
prejudices acquired during the extraordi- 
nary disturbances of '50 in San Francis* 
others because they honestly believe 
thai the address was unwise, and one 
which should never have lieeu issued. 
For the latter we entertain the utmost 
pert ; the former would act more wise- 
ly to leave the local prejudices of San 
Francisco where they originated. Tho 
address of the American Commissioner 
have, ever viewed as a document 
which should only have been seen in a 
modified form in tho. department at 
Washington, or in the hands of our au- 
thorities. I hid a similar address been 
issued by .the British Consul al San Fran- 
cisco, though warranted through the 
corruption of officials, and the abuse of 
British subjects, he would probably have 
been insulted or shot before night, and 
the California press would have blazed 
will: indignation.

That he told some truths, in our opinion 
does not justify him as an official agent.

The Speaker read a message from tin 
Executive stating thai the bill to extend 
the Franchise to Victoria, would hi 
brought forward at next meeting of Coun^ 
cil. and the House informed of their ac- 
tion on it. 

Mr. Skinner rend a remonstrance sign- 
ed by the inhabitants of Esquimalt against 
removal of Victoria bridge. 

Mr. Vates moved a rcconsideraT. ;e. nf 
Mr. McKay's motion for reirrv:il of 
toria bridge. 

Dr. Kennedy seconded. 

The Speaker said a member of minor- 
ity only had ;i right to move a reconsid 
oration, and as Mr. Yates voted with the 
majority his motion could not be put. 

Mr. Skinner opposed the. motion. 

Mr. Pemberton said the House had 
better go into Committee of Ways and 
Means 

Mr. McKay cave notice that lie would 
move an address to His Excellency to 
set aparl I no acres of land in Soke," Es- 
quimau, and Victoria, for School pur- 
poses. 

The Speaker gave, notice of an address 
to His Excellency to ask the Governor 
General of Canada lor the Statutes of 
Canada and full flics of lioyal Gazette ;

He must consider 
him a strange man. 

The amendment passed. 

.Mr. McKay was indignant that the 
motion was carried.
